GLovcester, England, March 6.— Three 
days atter Benwell was murdered near 
Niagara Fails, Ont., Burchell wrote to Ben- 
wells fatner m Engiand and fequested 
mouey. Burchell was shrewd enough not to 
date his letter, though he headed it with an 
address at Niagura Falis, directing where 
the money was to besent, but the postal- 
stamp ou the envelope shows that 
tne letter was mailed at Niagara 
Falls Feb. 20. It reached Benwell's fa- 
ther at his home, Cheltenbam, late 
last Tuesday night, a few hours after 
he had learned from London newspapers of 
bis son’s murder. In ‘this letter Burchell 
asks that the distinct agreement made about 
monev matters under which young Benwell 


sailed for America with him be set aside and 


that £500 be sent him atoace. “I have been 
talking with your son today about the arrange- 
ment.“ Burchell writes, and he is so well 
satisfied with the prospects here that he is 
ready to go immediately into partnership. 
He is writing you today on the subject.“ 

The correspondent called on Lieut.-Col. 
Benwell at his home in Cheltenham,a few 
milesfrom here, today. Col. Benwell is well 
known among British military men, and 
served many years in the army. He is now 
retired. He lives part of the yéar in London 
and part at his charming home in Chelten- 
ham, where he was today.

THE ACCUSED IN COURT. 


Burchell Held for Trial Without Bail and 


B His Wife in Custody. 


NIAGARA FALLS, Ont., March 6.— Mrs. Burch- 

U was brought into court this morning ac- 
companied by her counsel, Barrister Hell- 
muth of London. Detective Murray ex- 
plained to tne magistrate that he was not pre- 
pared to proceed further with the prosecu- 
tion of the accused as an accessory to the 
crime, and asked till this afternoon to enable 
him to hear from the Attorney-General, to 
whom be had telegraphed. Aftersome points 
of law bad been discussed the magistrate re- 
manded the woman tilllo’clock. The mag- 
istrate was asked to accept bail but said he 
was powerless to do 80. 

When the court resumed, Burchell was 
arraigned. The first witness called against 
him was George Hay, brakeman on the Grand 
Truok railway. Hay swore positively that 
he saw tne prisoner WMonday at Eastwood 
Station, near the scen@ of the murder. The 
prisoner boarded his train. His trousers 
were vurned up at the bottom and his shoes 
were covered with mud. 

The magistrate then remanded the prisoner 
to the Welland jail for seven days. 

Mrs. Burchell was arraigned, and the mag- 
istrate informed her that he had been in- 
structed by the Attorney-General of Ontario 
to remand her for seven days. Her counsel 
protested against the Attorney-General’s in- 
terference in the case and Mrs. Burchell 
wept. A consultation was held and the 
prisoner was allowed to remain here until 
morning undef police surveillance, to enable 
her counsel to interview the Attorney-Gen- 
eral and see if bail could be arranged. The 
spectators loudly applauded the counsel. 
Mrs. Burchell is looked upon by the people as 
being an innocent woman and as having 
been duped into marriage by Burchell. A 
few hisses were heard in the court-room 
when Detective Murray was contending for 
a remand without bail.

“KIDNAPED BY THE KIDS.” 
The Last Act of the Kalamazce College 
Barlesque. 

Katamazoo, Mich., March 6.—[Special.}— 
The final action in the greatest drama ever 
enacted at the staid and prosy Kalamazoo 
College occurred today, when the curtain 
was rung down with an apparent death- 
knell upon the twenty-one students who 
indulged in the unusual pastime 
last Saturday night of name Profs. 
E. P. Ferry and Perry F. Trowbridge. 
For three days the faculty has wrestled with 
this outrageous breach of the college rules 
in which students dared to kidnap their 
teachers and put all dignity and decorum to 
scorn. Every effort on the part of the 
students to make the matter appear as a joke 
failed, and the drama, “Kidnaped by the 
Kids, is one that they will never forget. 
The faculty closed the investigation last 
— — but u verdict was only arrived at today. 
This morning twenty of the students were 
called to the office of President Willcox one 
by one and a white envelope. The 
contents of these envelopes were very in- 
teresting, as they contained each individual's 
punishment. A son as the boys had re- 
ceived their sentences they eed to 
nothing about the contents of the envelopes, 
but the downeast expressions of many of 
their faces plainly told that the faculty had 
been severe on them. 

A reporter called at tue and was

ushered into the presence of the faculty. 
After due deliberauon Dr. Wileox presented 


the following judgment of the college au- 
thorities for publication: “One student re- 
ceives the penalty of final suspension; two 
students have been suspended for one year;

BOUND.TO KILL HIMSELF. 


William H. Farnham Fires Five Shots at 
Big Reart. 

Mr wax, Wis., March 6.—[Special.]— 
“William H. Farnham has killed himself.” 
This was the startling announcement which 
followed the report of five revolver shots 

sounded through the building of the 
orthwestern Mutual Life Insurance com- 
pany at 8:80 o’clock this afternoon. That 
such an announcement created a sensation 
can perhaps be best told by the on fact that 
Mr. Parnbam was the oldest employé of the 
company, being connected with it for twenty- 
seven years. As the head of the loan de- 
partment of the company his name is known 
througbout the West. Ten. minutes 
before he shot himself Mr. Farnham 
sat as usual at his desk in 4 room 
surrounded by adozen or more assistants. 
Suddenly rising from his chair he called the 
attention of one of his assistants toa docu- 
ment to which he had just signed his name 
twice where be should have signed but once, 
and remarked I am getting to be no good.“ 
The assistant paid no particular attention to 
the remark at the time. A few minutes later 
Mr. Farnham left his office. When next seen 
he was breathing his last. On leaving his 
office, which is on the second floor, Mr. Farn- 
bam went up-stairs to the third floor and into 
the large committee-room of the company, 
which at the time was unoccupied. He fired 
five shots, three of the balis entering his left 
side in the vicinity of the heart. 

Immediately after the shooting was heard 
mere was a rush of officials and employés 
from out of the insuran law, and railway 
offices in the building. me one tried to 
open the door, but it was locked. Within a 
few moments a step-ladder was secured and 
a person who climbed to the top and looked 
through the transom announced that a man 
was lying on the floor. A small man was 
sent through the transom to unlock the door 
from the inside. When, a moment later, the 
door was opened and the crowd rushed 
through every one recognized W. H. Farn- 
ham. His eyes were open and he was still 
breathing, but was unconscious. Dr. Fisher, 
who happened to be in the building at the 
time, said there was no hope for him, and 
he soon breathed his last. The body was 
ene a to his residence, No. 747 Marshall 
stree 

„I would have expected to have heard of 
the suicide of any other man in Milwaukee 
before Mr. Farnbam,” said President Paimer 
of the insurance company. “There is no 
other cause than that the man was suddenly 
attacked with mental aberration superin- 
duced by overwork. He would take no rest, 
although frequently urged to.“ 

Mr. Farnham was 48 years of age. In ap- 
pearance he was a small, thin man, with 
black chin beard streaked with gray. He 
was a devout Methodist and one of the official 
board of Summerfield church. He is sur- 
vived by a wife and grown family, inciuding 
& som and two daughters, who are left in 
comfortable circumstances. son was 
one of his father’s assistants and was among 
the first to hear of his father’s suicide. Mr. 
Farnham was a brother-in-law of John W. 
Dufour, the cashier of the company. In 1863 
Mr. Farnhum enlisted and served a year and 
a half as commissary at St. Louis. He re-

Mr. Cannon opposed the bill and sought in vain 
to amend it by a provision that a commission 
consisting of the Secretary of tne Treasury, 
the Postmaster-General, and the Secretary 
of the Interior should select the site for the 
building. He was defeated in this proposi- 
tion, and kept silent while appropriations for 
$100,000 for Lansing, Mich., $75,000 for Gales- 
burg, III., and 000 for Ashland, Wis., 
were passed. n came Representative 
Clunſeis bili appropriating $200,000 for the 
purchase of grounds and the érection of a 
building at San José, Cal. Cannon swooped 
down on the bill and madg a determined 
fight against it, claiming there was no neces- 
sity for such anappropriation, He said that 
the Government had a sufficient number of 
buildings in San Francisco, only fifty miles 
orso from San José, to accommodate the 
business of the public. Mr. Cannon had ex- 
changed rather tart compliments with Mr. 
Milliken during the afternoos,. and in his 
speech in oppositaon to the San José appropri- 
ation he referred to the “cheap wit” of the 
gentleman from Maine—“cheap if not con- 
temptidle.“ 

Mr. Cannon said Mr. Milliken considered 
criticism of the actions of his committee as 
Uttle less than treason, and made some ref

Mr. Milliken retorted with a remark that 
the members of the Appropriavons Commit- 
tee always opposed everything that didn’t 
come from their committee. 

Mr. Cannon and he jabbed uway at each 
other for some little time, and all the while 
grew more and more exasperated.

Discovered in, a Compromising Situation 
_ With a Chicago Traveling-Man. 

Kavtamazoo, Mich., March 6.—[Special.]— 
The little village of Niles, west of this city, 
was the scene of a recent sensational epi- 
sede that has just come to light. Dr. C. 
Nichols of Danville, III., has a beautiful wife 
about 27 years old. She has been guilty of 
indiscretions that have brought ruin to the 
domestic peace of the family.

ichols, who had been shadowing his wife 
since she left home for Berrien Springs, pre- 
cipitated the denouement.

Freeman, Buchanan, Mich. and McCarthy 
registered as H. A. Davis, Chicago. The lat- 
ter is said to be an employé of the Durand 
grocery house in Chicago, 

DANVILLE, III., March 6.— [Special. Dr. C. 
A. Nichols and family, consisting of his wife 
and one boy about 3 years old, came to Dau- 
ville about two years ago and put up at the 
Arlington Hotel, where they have since re- 
sided. Dr. Nichols is about 30 years ola. His 
family lives near Berrien Springs, Mich., 
where he met and married his wife six years 
ago.

itis purely a local and special act, and to 
prove that enumerates the subjects em braced 
init. The following are some of them, ac- 
cording to his brief: 

MR. ROOTS ARGUMENT. 

It gives to.a strictly local corporation. powers 
not in the province of the islature to grant. 

It legisiutes regarding Desplaines and 
Illinois Rivers, which are oublic waterways. in 
an act whose pretended purpose is to establish a 
local sanitary district. 

It legislates in regard to the IiMaois and Mich- 
igan Canal, which is the property of the entire 
State, and assumes to direct ‘and prescribe the 
duties of the Canal Commissioners who are offi- 
cers of the State, and this im an act creating a 
local sanitary district. . 

It gives this local corporation power not only 
to control the Illinois and Michigan Canal but 
also the lock at La Salle, the obstructions in the 
said rivers, the removal of the locks and dams at 
Henry and Copperas Creek, the power to use, 
deepen, and widen and improve lakes, canals, 
and public waterways, which are the property of 
the State, and which cannot be assigned to a 
local corporation. 

lt gives power to this local. corporation—a cor- 
poration not created for State purposes, to buiid 
and estublish docks and to rent the same, and to 
establish and lease water power, the Stute re- 
serving the right to have a portion of the income 
derived from such sales and leasing to be paid 
into the State Treasury for the benefit of the 
peqple of the entire State. 

It declares that the outlet or sluiceway that 
may extend from Lake Michigan to the mouth of 
the Illinois River. when completed, shall become 
@ public navigable stream, a pubdhe waterway, 
like the St. Luwrenee, the Hudson, or Mississip- 

i Rivers; and it provides that when such outlet 

completed the same may be turned over to the 
Government of the United States, the language 
of the act, Sec. 24, being: “ When such channel 
shall be completed and the Water turned therein 
to the amount of 300 gallons per minute the same 
is hereby declared to be a navigable stream; and 
whenever the General Government shall improve 
the Desplaines and Ilimois Rivers to connect 
with this channel said General Government shall 
have full control over the same for navigation 
purposes, but not to interfere with its control for 
sanitarv or drainage purposes.“ 

it legisiates about cities and villages, and re- 
quires cities and villages having a system of 
water-works to supply those residing outside 
thereof with water for drinking and other pur- 
poses. See Sec. 26. ; 

It legisiates regarding the naturalization laws 
of the United States (Sec. 11), and undertakes 
to change and modify the t of rsons who 
have become citizens, as Weil @s of those who 
have made a deciaration for citizenship. The 
language is: No person shall be employed on 
said work unless he be a citizen of the United 
States, or has in good faitn declared his inten- 
tion to become a citizen. In all cases where an 
alien, after fliing bis declaration of intention to 
become a citizen of tne United States, shall for 
the space of three months after he could lawfully 
do so, fail to take out his final papers and com- 
piete his citizenship, such failure shall be prima 
facie evidence that his declaration of intention 
was not made in good faith.“ Im passing, I ob- 
serve that the status of citizens and of persons 
proposing citizenship, éxcept as to suffrage, is a 
matter within the jurisdiction of the United 
States, and not of the State, 

AND HE SAYS PURTHER. 

Mr. Root argues that if the special subjects 
enumerated are germane and incidental to 
the purpose of the act and arein and of them- 
selves local and special the entire act must 
be deemed as local and special and conse- 
quentiy void. If not germane they should be 
stricken out. He says that such a sanitary 
district couid exist nowhere but in Chicago, 
and so the act is not n the tine of general 
legisiation. It clearly legislates on subjects 
that cannot be embr in any other sani- 
tary districts in tie State, as there is but 
one Desplaines River and one Illinois River. 
Continuing be says: 

The plain intent and purpose is to create a 
special district in connection with those rivers, 
the lake, and canal. All the details of the act 
relate to such a district. Cook County was in- 
tended, and no other. Ii would be impossible to 
apply the act to any other county. Seos. . 24, 
25, and 27 relate to a district connected with 
Lake Michigan, the canal, and the rivers, and 
the locks and dams. No other district in the 
State can avail itself of these sections. 

Another reason given why it could not ap- 
ly to all counties was contained in the fol- 
owing extract from Sec. 1: 

That whenever any area of contiguous coun- 
try. within the limits of a single county, shall 
contain two or more incorporated cities, towns, 
or Villages, and shall de so situated that the 
maintenance of a common outlet forthe drain- 
age thereof will conduce to the servation of 
the public health, the same may be incorporated 
as a sanitary district, under this act, etc. 

This made it impossible for the act to apply 
to * County, or to Pope, Coles, Vermill- 
ion, organ, Cass, Edwards, Sangamon, 
Lake, and many others, because they did 
not, at the time the act took effect, contain 
any contiguous territory, there being no two 


LECTURES ON MICHAEL ANGELO, 


Lorado Taft Delivers It at the Art Institute 
to a Large Audience. 

Mr. Lorado Taft lectured last evening to an 
audience which filled every seat in tne hall 
of the Art Institute. His subject was 
Michael Angelo and His Rivals.” One of 
Cellini’s works was shown, the bronze 
“Nymph of Fontainebleau,“ which the artist 
himseif described as “one of the most beau- 
tiful works of the sculptor’s art in exist- 
ende.“ The greatest of the Italian sculptors 
was born in 1475, and received his 
first educaton in his art from 
Domenico Ghirlandaio when 10 years old. 
Piero, who succeeded in three years as the 
boy’s instructor, was also interested in An- 
Ralo, but hired him chiefly to build snow 
men. About this time he played a clever 
trick on the Roman authorities. He carved 
a “Sleeping Cupid,” and, after he had 
stained it by burying it in tue ground, it 
was shownin Rome and pronounced an an- 


“tique. When its designer was discovered he 


was iavited to the metropolis. There at the 
age of 25 he carved a statue ot Mary’Hoid- 
ing the Dead Body of Christ,” which made 
him famous throughout Italy. u after- 
wards in Florence he ission of 
the authorities to usea sh block of 
marbie, from which a sculptor had attempted 
tocutan angel. From this he carved his 
magnificent statue of the young David. The 
work occupied two years and a half. 


In 1505 Pope Julius called him to Rome to 


make designs for a tomb to be erected to his 
memory. It was then that the tragedy of 
the tomb, as it nas been called, commenced. 
Ine artist was so harassed by ruptions 
during his lite that he never ished but 
three figures for the great montiment—the 
Moses and tne res of two slaves, 

Many years of his life were spent in plan- 
ning engineering works for the quarrying of 
marble. Leo X. wished to build # new facade 
for an old churchin Florence and sent the 
artist in search of the stone, which was 
never putin its piace. After this he de- 
signed the celebrated tombs of Lorenzo 
and Guiliamo de Medici. The “Last Judg- 
ment,“ painted at the instigation of another 
Pope, occupied eight years of his precious 
life. It was a marvelous tour: de force, and 
any one of its figures would make the reputa- 
tion of an ordinary painter. The greatarchi- 
tectural work—St. Peter’s—occupied his oid 
age, and when he died in 1564 he said with 
truth that to him “art had been an idol and 
a king.“

It should prove to the satisfaction of Con- 
gress that it has acertainty of ten million 
doliars raised by the efforts of its own citi- 
zens. It now has bona-fide subscriptions of 
over five millions surely collectible. That 
sum should be doubled. 

There are two ways in which to do it. 
The first is for those who have not 
yet subscribed, but who ought to do 
‘so, to put down their names, giv- 
ing according to the measure ‘of their 
ability. There are many who will be greatly 
benefited by the Fair who have as .yet done 
nothing. Their delay gas possibly been due 
to their doubts whether Chicago could win 
the prize and to their disinclination to part 
with even a little money by paying the pre- 
liminary 2 per cent which has supplied the 
sinews of war to the various committees 
that have worked so hard and so effectually. 
Those doubts are now removed. The most 
doubting of Thomases must be convinced 
that Chicago can win. This is, therefore, 
the time for tnem to come forward and con- 
vert that probability into a certainty. 

It cannot be that there are any so mean 
that they hope to reap abundantly where 
others have sowed, and yet not contribute 
anything. Itis not customary to find such 
men in Chicago. It is the duty of all who 
will profit by the Fair to put down their 
names. If there are any who while they 
will not be special beneficiaries have yeta

The other way in which more money can 
be obtained is for those who bave already 
given to double their subscriptions. There 
are some who are not in a position to do 
this, having in the first flush of enthusiasm 
given all they can. But there are others who 
were less liberal, and who now that the 
distant hope of the Fair has become a proba- 
bility ought to discount their coming gains 
and multiply by two the hgures they pre- 
viously put down opposite their names. 

Tus Trisuns for its as one of the 
newspapers of the city, all of which gave 
something, is perfectly willing to make its 
subscription $20,000 instead of $10,000 if it can 
get any reasonable support among the other 
subscribers. This action if taken dy one 
class of subscribers will stimulate others 
and be the means of adding largely to the 
guarantee fund of the city. 

There are other waysin which the work- 
ing capital for the Fair can be increased, 
but none of them can be utilized in time to 
make any impression on Congress. Like the 
tea-million dollar New York bill with its 
features of doubtful constitutionality, they 
would have none of that weight which at- 
taches to cash in- band. Thus it has been 
suggested that the Governor call a special 
session of the Legislature to consider an 
amendment to the Constitution authorizing 
the city to issue $5,000,000 or $10,000,000 in 
bonds for the benefit of the Exposition. The 
amendment can be voted on at the November 
election, and if adopted, as it would be if 
the people of this city favored it, would go 
into force at once. 

But even if everything went smoothly—if 
the Legisiature, the Governor, and the peo- 
ple were in favor of this measure—it would 
be impossible to issue bonds under it before 
December of this year. So while the money 
that wouid be obtained for them would come 
in good season for the purposes of the Mair 
it would be too late for Congress. That body, 
now in session, would refuse to be influencea 
by something which might fail to get the 
necessary vote in both Houses of the Legisla- 
ture and which the opposition or apathy of 
the voters might defeat at the polls. So 
while this scheme is completely feasible, ana 
will likely be adopted if Chicago gets the 
Fair, it is not available for present uses. 

The only thing that can be done is to raise 
more money in the way in which that now 
on hand bas been collected. It will take 
some ume to do it. Therefore the more 
urgent the need of beginning at once. Will 
these suggestions meet with the approval of 
other Chicago papers? Some of them, unable 
to appreciate the grave responsibilities of the 
Fair, have been abusing those that were 
clear-sighted. They have been trying to run 
the Fair on wind rather than cash. Now is 
the time for them to put up or shut up. Per-

BARKIS PALMER I8 WILLIN’. 

At the meeting of the Democratic State 
Centrai Committee held inthis city yesterday 
to fix on the date for holding the convention 
a letter was read from Geb. Palmer in which 
he stated his views regarding his nomination 
by the convention as the Senatoral candidate 
of the party, thus making the contest for a 
Federal office the chief feature in the cam- 
paign of a State-rights party. 

All who are acquainted with Gen. Palmer 
and know how he hankers after office under- 
stand that he will be bitterly disappointed if 
the delegates when they meet in convention 
do not approve of his aspirations and make 
him the leader of the party in place of Harri- 
son, Morrison, Tree, Black, and various 
others whom he wants to see mustered out 
of the service. Butitis not customary for 
men tosay frankly what they want, when they 
are making love to an office, They use diplo- 
matic language, and, instead of saying they 
are wild to get it, they state that if it is forced 
on them by the unanimous and urgent wish 
of the party they will, though with -sincere 
reluctance, accept. 

Therefore Gen. Palmer says that he is ‘not 
a candidate for the Senate, but that he thinks 
it should be made a permanent rule of party 
action for the convention to designate a 
Senatorial cholce so that the election may be 
as nearly as possible by popular vote. If this 
policy is indorsed without any considerable 
opposition, and he is chosen as the candidate, 
he says he will accept, but only to vindicate 
the grand principle he has at heart, for “I 
would greatly prefer that some other person 
should be rominated.” When those who 
know Gen. Palmer read this they will smile. 
They will also understand that this “rule of 
party action has special reference to the 
approaching election, and that Gen. Palmer 
will not care a fig for it after 1890. 

This letter proves that he and his friends 
wili spend all their time between now and 
the meeting of the, convention in securing 
the election of delegates who will favor him 
and his policy. It may also be taken for 
granted that if the considerable opposi- 
tion of which he speaks comes from a mi- 
nority of the delegates, though that minority 
be but one less than nalf, the Palmer 
policy will be put through and he be nom- 
inated. The “considerable opposition“ will 
have to be that of majority to prevent his 
carrying his point and securing the nomina- 
tion. His heart is set on having that which 
he says he will have to be forced into accept- 
ing. He will feelit his solemn duty to do 
what a majority of only one asks him, even 
though it treads on the toes of some of those 
other distinguished Democrats who think 
their services to the party in the Lower 
House of Congress entitie them to promo- 
‘tion. 

Gen. Palmer’s friends also say that if he is 
forced to accept a nomination, which he de- 
clarés he does not want, he will challenge his 
Republican opponent to a joint debate in 
every Congressional district on State and 
National issues. If he does he will have his 
hands full, for he will find many Richmonds 
in the field. It is not the intention of the 
Republican convention to nominate a Sena- 
torial candidate. That will be left to the 
caucus of the Republican members of the 
Legisiature, before which many candidates 
will no doubt present themselves. The names 
of some of them are already known. Gen. 
Palmer will therefore have to challenge the 
field of candidates, and he will find many 
who will so mop the earth with him, if they 
think the game worth the candle, that he 
will regret the hour he was so brash with his 
challenges.

A NEW FLOOD OF WAR CLAIMS. 

The Federal statutes as they stand now 
provide that “loyal citizens of States not in 
rebellion ’’ must be compensated for supplies 
and property furnished or taken by Union 
troops during the war. By special provision 
this enactment was extended to Tennessee 
so that the loyalists of that State might be 
compensated for the supplies they had fur- 
nished the Union troops and which were 
used by them while engaged in suppressing 
insurrection and rebellion. Congress sought 
to make good to every loyalist in the Union 
States and also in Tennessee all losses they 
suffered in consequence of giving sid to the 
Union troops; but the bills recently intro- 
duced on benalf of certain claimants in Mary- 
land and Pennsyivania rest ona different 
policy, and if adoptea will radically change 
the principle which has heretofore governed 
the payment of damages from the Federal 
Treasury. It is now claimed that the Gév- 
ernment must make compensation not or ly 
for the supphes furnished its own troops but 
for those taken by the Rebels and used in 
aid of insurrection and rebellion. 

The fourteenth amendment provides that 
“ Neither the United States nor any State 
shail assume or pay any debt or obligation 
incurred in aid of insurrection and rebellion 
against the United States,” put the Pennsyl- 
vania and Maryland claimants contend that 
this will not apply to them, since, their prop- 
erty was forcibly taken from them by the 
invading Rebels. As loyalists they ask com- 
pensation for property which was confiscated 
by the public enemy, and which, while used 


‘in aid of insurrection and rebellion, was not 


contributed by them for that pu There 
may be many just claims of this character in 
Pennsylvania, but good policy and justice 
would suggest that they be paid by the State 
rather than the Federal Government. Pri- 
marily it is the duty of the State to protect 
citizens from .

ment to make such payments would open the 
Treasury to a flood of bogus claims. There 


would be no limit to the number of alleged 


loyalists in the border States wise “ disobe- 
dient“ sons went into the Rebel army and 
whose property was confiscated by the Rebel 
forces. Deceased claimants of this class 
would have ex-Confederate sons to inherit 
their equities and keep alive their demands 
against the Federal Treasury. 1 is esti-

THE “BOARD” AND THE BUCKET-SHOP. 
The Board of Trade of this city has de- 
cided to cease, with the close of the current 
month, the quotation service which it estab- 
lished half a dozen years ago, supposably for 
the benefit of its members and their patrons. 
It was expected that many others would be 
pleased with the arrangement, recognizing it 
as the expression of a wish by the board to 
give the fullest and earliest practicable in- 
formation to the outside world of the price 
changes mage on the floor. But it was soon 
found that the mere gambling element in the 
community seized on the figures as a pretext 
for gathering money from the greenhorns 
who had previously invested their surplus 
wealth in such schemes as the well-remem- 
bered “Fund W.“ Since that time the 
board has vainly sought to avoid being made a 
feeder for the bucket-shop interests, furnish- 
ing them the information with reference to 
which the “bucket” bets are made, and the 
struggle has been marked by a tedious iftiga- 
tion, the result of which is that the board is 
not sustained by the courts. Hence the re- 
solve noted, which, though a desperate meas- 
ure, thought by some to threaten loss to the 
members, seems to be the only one left. 
Undoubtedly a great deal of what may 
properly be called gambling is done on the 
board, and the trading in puts and calls 
which is now permitted among its members 
below stairs is no better than the bucket- 
shop business itself. But the first named 
clusters around and may be claimed to be 
incidental to the strictly legitimate 
business of handiing the produce of 
the West and facilitating its progress from 
the producer to the consumer. The commis- 
sion merchant who executes on Change 
orders to buy. or sell for future delivery does 
80 in the interest of his client, if he be an 
honest man, aad makes it his business to 
sécure for him the best possible market. On 
the other hand, the proprietor of the bucket- 
shop actually makes bets with his “custom- 
ers every time he takes money from them, 
and it is his interest to make his patron lose. 
The margin of one-half or one cent per bushel 
deposited by the latter is wiped out when the 
market has gone against him to that extent, 
and it has often been alleged that certain 
changes in the market necessary to this end 
have been forced by orders to trade on 
Change in a large quantity for the man 
who holds the stakes from a _  sufii- 
ciently large number on one side to 
render it worth his while to thus sway the 
course of trading. The scheme works to the 
especial detriment of the proaucer by keep- 
ing down prices to the minimum, and mem 
bers of the board argue plausibly if not con- 
clusively that quotations today would be at 
least 10 per cent higher than now but for this 
hinderance. They say this is so because by 
far, the greater number of the 1,100 bucket- 


shops now ein existence are located at country 


points. The patrons there invariably buy“ 
when they operate at all, and expecially so if 
prices are so low as to appeal to their in- 
stincts as men who have actual produce to 
sell. 

It is claimed that if the business placed 
in these institutions, the success of which is 
in directopposition to that of their patrons, 
were sent to the Board the result of the 
larger demand in the aggregate would make 
all the difference needed to secure a higher 
range of prices. At present othe knowing 
member takes the selling side as far as pus- 
sible for the sake of the profit that comes 
out ot carrying charges, and in the absence 
of the old-time buying on country orders 
this results in keeping quotations near the 
point wanted by the bucket-shop man. Of 
course the argument is a selfish one, and as 
between two sets of men each of which aims 
to obtain money by catering to customers“ 
the public may not feel inclined to sympa 
thize strongly with either. Butno one can 
deny that the case as above stated consti- 
tutes a strong plea in behalf of the commer- 
cial organization the intérest of whose mem- 
bers is claimed to run parallel with that of a 
large part of the community. And beyond 
all this lies the important point that the 
board has not asked for the suppression of 
the bucket-shops. Thus far 1t has not had a 
word of complaint against the latter any 
more than against betting on horse races, ex- 
cept in protest at what it holds to bo the 
monstrous wrong of forcing it to contribute 
the material on which the others flourish. 
It has recently cost the board at the rate of 
about §9,000 per year to gather this informa- 
tion which is greedily seized upon each min- 
ute in the trading day to absorb money, 


some of which would otherwise go to the 


members of the institution that originates 
the news on which the parasites live and 
grow fat. There can be no question as to 
the moral right of the board to refuse longer 
to occupy a position which has grown more 
and more anomaious in each succeeding one 
of several past years, however its action 
may ve construed by the courts. The exper- 
iment of withholding quotations is perhaps 
worth making, though it would be prema- 
ture to say that the plan of circumventing 
the bucket-shops is as yet anything better 
than experimental.and temporary.

BURIED IN AN AVALANCHE OF SNOW. 


Two Passenger Trains Narrowly Escape 
Destruction in Colorado. 

Denver, Colo., March 6.—[Special.}|—One 
of the greatest catastrophes in the way of a 
snowslide occurred last night at 9:45 o’clock 
in what is knowa as Wall Cut, on the High- 
line Division of the South Purk railroad, in 
which two passenger trains came near being 
wiped away. Passenger train 401, going 
west, was ruoning in two secuons. The first 
section got stuck in the snow at Wall Cut, it 
peing drifted badly at that place, and sec- 
tion two, which wasrunning a short distance 
behind, came with its two powerful en- 
gines to pull out the first section. Roadmas- 
ter P. Dobins was standing in front of the 
head engine of the first section. He was 
superintending the work when an avalanche 
of snow came down without warning don 
the two trains, sweeping bim away. He was 
completely covered by the flying mass of 
snow and was carried a distance of several 
thousand feet and entirely across the Ten 
Mile River and into the Rio Grande tracks, 
where he managed to extricave himself with 
great difficulty. 

One of his knees was badly sprained, but 
otherwise he was uot injurea, The tre- 
mendous volume of snow piled itself entirely 
over the four engines, putting out their fires, 
and also buried completely the mail car and 
flanger. The weight of the snow crushed in 
the froat end of one of the mail cars, in 
which was Mail Agent George Roberts and 
Ba master N. Mason, both of Denver. 
It took thirty minutes to extricate the two 
men, but neither was injured.

Their pro- 
jectors borrowed the money necessary to 
build them cheaply by issues of bonds, re- 
taining the stock themselves or giving it as 
a bonus to the bondholders.

RAILROAD ORGANIZATIONS, 
Ee — 

Then the Prégram Will Be to Form a Big 
Trust—With This End in View the Mis- 
sourl Pacific and Its Allies Desire to 
Keep Up the Present Rate Wars u- 
tile Effort to Restore Passenger Tariffs 
to St. Faul. f 

An attempt was made yesterday to restore 
passenger rates detween Chicagd and St. 

Paul, but it failed owing to the refusal of the 

Burlington and Northern to raise the tariff 

upiess the “Soo” and Canadian Pacific 

sbould consent to maintain agreed rates on 
the former basis. Thijs the latter refused to 
do. They wanted the St. Paul-Chicago lines 
to first advance rates and they would then see 
what action was required on their part. So 
the Burlington declared its invention to stick 


do the present rates until the Soo“ uncon- 


@itionually surrendered. The failure to adjust 
the Chicago-St. Paul difficulties makes a 
speedy settiement of the Western rate war 
impossible, as the Milwaukee and St. Paul 
will not consent to ay advance in the Chica- 
go-Missouri River rates until the St. Paul 
troubles are adjusted, But even it the St. 
Faul and Missouri River rates were 
restored it is by | no means certain 
the Missouri Pacific would consent to 
a restoration of passenger tariffs be- 
tween the Missouri River ana the Rocky 
Mountains. The heayy reduction made by 
this line west of the Missouri, where no par- 
ticular necessity existed for it, shows that 
the company, or rather Jay Gould, ite Presi- 
dent, % desirous of keeping Western rate 
affairs in a state of demoralization. Tur 
TRIBUNE has heretofore expressed the opin- 
ion that Jay Gould and the members of the 
bankers’ triangle desire a general war im 
rates both on freight ana passengers, because 
it is their opinion it. would force the inde- 
pendent Western lines to join their trust 
scheme. The fact that the roads controlled 
by Gould and the bankers have been the 
leaders in the present fight tends to confirm 
the impression that those parties think only 
a war will induce the Western lines to look 
more favorably upon their trust scheme 
than has been the case thus far. The first 
step towards the formation of thé proposed 
“trust” company will probably be taken 
within a few weeks. The roads remaining 
loyal to the Gentlemen's Association will 
be asked by Gould and the bankers to with- 
draw from the auxiliary associations and to 
reorganize the general association so as 
to give it undisputed control over ail 
matters now controlled by the auxiliary as- 
sociations. Those ojjtside roads which re- 
fuse to join voluntarily will have a war on 
hand with the association until they cry 
enough.“ f 

It is quite probable, however, that if the 
Gould peopie try to carry out this programane 
roads they control wili get hurt much more 
than those upon whom they mean to wage 
war, especiaily as the former roads are 
the weak sisters. It is possible that 
Gould, Drexel, Morgan, and others 
mean to force some of their own roads into 
bankruptcy and blame it upon the freight 
war. It is not the first time that Gould has 
practiced this trick, After having gone 
through bankruptcy they can reorganize the 
roads upoa a much more favorable basis for 
themselves and can freeze out those stock- 
holders for whom they have no particular 
use. 


IN A SPIRIT OF KETBENCHMENT, 


Roads Withdraw Their Tickets 
from Hotel Offices. 

The roads running ‘east from Chicago have 
withdrawn their tickets from the union 
ticket offices at the various hotels in this 
city. The railroad officials claim that the 
action is due to a spirit of economy. The 
companies, haying decided to pay no more 
commissions, were compelled to pay salaries 
to the ticket agents at the hotels. So long 
as there were ticket offices in but two of the 
hotels—Grand Pacific and Palmer House 
the expense was not great, yet greater than 
the benefit derived from the sale of tickets 
warranted. Subsequently offices were es- 
tablishea at§tne Tremont aud Sherman, and 
the agents at those places demanded almost 
as much salary as the agents at the Palmer 
and Grand Pacific. The last straw that 
broke the camel’s back, the railroad 
officials „ was a letter sent to them re- 
cently by Joseph Couthoui, who rented space 
for a ticket office at the Auditorium, de- 
manding peremptorily that they place their 
tickets in his office at the Auditorium and 
aemandi a round salary. The combined 
salaries of ticket agents in the different hotel 
offices, it is claimed, would have amounted 
to more than the revenue from the sale of 
such tickets, and hence it was deemed best 
to abolish the offices. The public, the rail- 
road officials say, will not be inconvenienced, 
as the regular city ticket offices are all close 
to the principal hotels, ana the proprietors 
of the hotels cannot well refuse the request 
of guests to have messengers procure tickets 
for them at the regular offices.
